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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-33 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. In claim 1 
applicant has claimed a microwave unit with the following combination of elements: a 
source which generates microwave radiation, a waveguide which transmits the 
microwave radiation, and a first reaction chamber which receives the microwave 
radiation. The reaction chamber has an interior geometry which provides a substantially 
uniform distribution of temperature within the chamber as well as a first chemical 
composition therein for hardening a tissue specimen. In claim 15 applicant has claimed 
a system which includes the microwave unit of claim 1 as well as additional modules for 
tissue processing and a conveyance which transfers the tissue specimen between 
modules. In claim 26 applicant has claimed tissue processing system comprised of a 
source which generates microwave radiation, a waveguide which transmits the 
microwave radiation, and a first reaction chamber which receives the microwave 
radiation as well as three additional storage chambers. The reaction chamber has an 
interior geometry which provides a substantially uniform distribution of temperature 
within the chamber. The Examiner considers the reference "Essenfeld" to be the 
closest prior art. Essenfeld teaches a tissue processing system, but does not teach a 
microwave unit that provides a substantially uniform distribution of temperature within 
the reaction chamber.
